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Introduction 

Our  ancestors  were  a  happy,  God  fearing  people 
who  lived  in  Switzerland,  which  is  about  one  third 
as  large  as  Pennsylvania,  until  they  were  perse¬ 
cuted  by  the  Roman  Catholic  Church.  Many  were 
martyred,  families  torn  apart,  made  captive,  cast 
into  prison,  driven  from  their  homes,  which  were 
taken  from  them.  Some  were  sent  to  France  and 
some  to  Holland. 

Our  family  name,  Blank,  was  a  familiar  name 
in  Switzerland,  during  the  martyr  days. 

In  1711,  we  read  of  one  Anna  Blank,  and  three 
sons  and  one  daughter,  along  with  others,  who  were 
deported  from  Switzerland  to  Holland.  There  were 
sixty-eight  Mennonites  in  this  group. 

After  more  than  two  hundred  years  of  bitter 
persecution  and  suffering,  these  folks  desiring  to 
serve  God,  decided  to  leave  for  the  land  of  prom¬ 
ise  at  any  cost.  After  bidding  goodbye  to  friends, 
homes  and  the  beautiful  country  of  Switzerland, 
they  boarded  the  ship  with  a  three  inch  floor 
and  seven  miles  of  water  below  them;  but  with  a 
steadfast  faith  in  their  Heavenly  Father  above  them. 
They  launched  out  into  the  mighty  Atlantic  and  started 
on  the  three  thousand  mile  journey  to  America. 

What  great  faith  they  had!  If  there  were  orphan 
children  or  aged  ones  among  them,  they  took  them 
along.  It  has  been  said  one  third  or  between 
20,000  or  30,000  died  on  ship  and  were  dropped 
overboard. 

After  being  on  board  sometimes  for  three 
months,  they  arrived  at  Philadelphia,  Pa.  No 
homes  or  friends  with  food  awaiting  them,  and  the 
sun  sinking  in  the  west,  they  knew  that  night  was 
near.  They  started  walking  westward  toward  Ger¬ 
mantown,  six  miles  away,  sleeping  by  the  wayside 
with  the  grass  for  a  mattress  and  the  sky  for  a  cov¬ 
er.  They  arrived  footsore  and  weary,  but  here

they  met  folks  who  were  ready  and  eager  to  help 
them.  We  cannot  imagine  how  thankful  they  were. 

They  soon  started  clearing  a  little  ground  and 
building  small  log  cabins.  This  was  a  hard  task 
with  no  tools  and  implements  to  work  with,  but 
this  was  "Home,  Sweet  Home”,  in  the  land  of  re¬ 
ligious  liberty.  Their  persecutions  were  now 
beyond  the  Atlantic. 

As  more  came  they  moved  farther  west  fol¬ 
lowing  Indian  paths  through  the  forest.  Many 
times  they  had  to  step  aside,  dig  a  grave  and  bury 
a  loved  one,  and  again  press  on. 

Let  us  all  be  more  thankful  for  our  Christian 
heritage,  and  let  us  not  be  content  to  have  our 
names  in  a  Family  History  only,  but  strive  to 
have  it  in  the  Lamb’s  Book  of  Life  also. 

"The  Lord  is  the  portion  of  mine  inheritance, 
and  of  my  cup.  Thou  maintainest  my  lot.  The 
lines  are  fallen  to  me  in  pleasant  places,  yea  I 
have  a  goodly  heritage.  ”  Psalms  16:5,  6.

EARLY  HISTORY 

Wm.  Penn,  who  was  a  Quaker,  did  many  kind 
and  loving  deeds  for  these  poor,  helpless  people. 

I  think  we  will  do  well  to  record  a  few  of  them. 

He  came  to  America  in  1682;  landing  at  New  Castle. 
He  came  with  a  large  fortune,  he  at  one  time  owned 
the  whole  state  of  Pennsylvania.  Some  of  the  land 
that  now  sells  for  $1500.  00  an  acre,  he  sold  for 
28  cents  an  acre,  to  these  poor  refugees,  giving 
them  long  terms  to  pay  for  their  land.  Some  how¬ 
ever  were  not  able  to  pay,  so  he  graciously  left 
them  have  it. 

Being  much  concerned  about  having  Christian 
people  on  his  land,  he  welcomed  these  poor  Amish 
folks.  This  way  he  was  able  to  help  many  poor 
Christian  families  to  a  happy  home  of  their  own. 

He  laid  down  his  great  fortune  to  help  others  to 
freedom  and  happiness,  gave  all  he  had  to  help 
the  poor  struggling  ones,  and  died  a  poor  penniless 
man,  without  even  a  home  of  his  own.  He  was  a 
great  Christian  writer,  and  we  note  a  few  nuggets 
of  wisdom,  from  a  letter  written  to  his  own  child¬ 
ren. 

’’Avoid  the  great  sin  of  needless  expense  on 
your  persons,  as  well  as  in  houses,  while  there 
are  so  many  hungry  and  naked  ones  around  you. 

My  heart  has  often  been  grieved  to  see  the  aged 
folks,  and  poor  helpless  children  lie  all  night  at 
the  threshold  of  the  very  rich,  for  want  of  better 
lodging.  I  charge  you,  my  children,  choose  your 
clothes  for  their  usefulness,  not  for  fashion.  They 
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are  not  to  be  for  finery,  or  to  please  the  vain  mind 
of  yourself  or  others.  It  shows  little  esteem  for 
wisdom.  Blessed  is  he  that  considereth  the  poor, 
the  Psalmist  says,  he  will  deliver  in  time  of 
trouble. 

Once  more  I  say  be  good  to  the  poor,  be  just, 
be  kind  to  them.  " 

He  encouraged  the  people  of  his  province  to 
live  a  plain  simple  Christian  life,  to  save  their 
money,  to  help  each  other  when  in  need. 

The  church  respected  Wm.  Penn  so  highly, 
they  made  it  one  of  their  church  disciplines,  to 
use  all  their  surplus  money  to  help  the  neglected 
suffering  families  around  them.  No  money  was  to 
be  carried  away  for  outside  investments,  for  finan¬ 
cial  gain.  (Eshelman) 

According  to  history  Gap,  Pa.  ,  was  the  scene 
of  the  memorable  visit  of  Wm.  Penn,  in  1700. 

Here  is  the  Penn  Rock,  which  he  used  as  a  dining 
table,  and  the  spring  where  he  met  King  Opessah, 
chief  of  the  Shawnee  Indians.  Here  he  remained 
overnight,  and  was  entertained  by  feasting  on  roast 
deer,  and  Indian  corn  baked  in  ashes.  He  joined 
in  the  merry  making  by  dancing  with  the  Indian 
maidens.  (Gap  History)

Dr.  Jacob  Blank 

The  following  facts  have  been  handed  down  from 
one  generation  to  another.  Since  not  many  records 
were  kept  in  the  earlier  days,  I  will  write  this  as 
I  received  it. 

We  appreciate  the  following  history  from  the 
records  of  the  late  Amos  K.  Blank. 

nThe  first  of  our  noble  ancestors  named  Blank 
that  we  can  find  any  record  of  was  Dr.  Jacob  Blank, 
a  practicing  physician  M.  D.  who  came  to  America 
from  Basel,  Switzerland,  arriving  in  Philadelphia 
on  Oct.  3,  1710. 

He  received  his  medical  education  between 
1696  and  1700  when  he  was  a  student  at  Basel  Uni¬ 
versity,  Switzerland.  11 

These  ancestors  endured  much  suffering  and 
many  trials.  As  the  persecutions  became  worse, 
he  with  many  others  bade  "Goodbye"  to  friends 
and  their  beautiful  homeland  of  Switzerland,  and  on 
June  30  sailed  for  America.  They  spent  nine  days 
in  England  and  after  being  tossed  about  the  ocean 
for  almost  three  months  they  reached  Philadelphia 
on  Oct.  3,  1710. 

They  reached  Germantown,  which  was  six  miles 
west  of  Philadelphia,  and  here  Dr.  Jacob  Blank, 

M.  D.  ,  continued  in  his  medical  profession  till  in 
1720  he  purchased  land  in  Oley  Township,  Berks 
Co.  ,  where  he  permanently  settled,  resided,  and 
practiced  medicine  until  his  death.  He  was  the 
first  medical  doctor  in  Berks  Co.  This  tract  of 
land  is  situated  where  the  Bertolet  Mill  now  stands 
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in  the  city  of  Reading,  Pa.  He  was  one  of  the  pe¬ 
titioners  for  the  incorporation  of  Oley  Township 
in  1720. 

We  have  no  record  of  his  family  except  his 
son  Jacob  married  Mary  Catherine,  last  name 
unknown.  They  were  the  parents  of  four  sons. 

This  home  was  broken  up  by  death  and 
four  small  brothers  were  parted  and  grew  up  in 
different  homes.  This  accounts  for  some  of  the 
difference  in  spelling  the  name. 

1  Peter  was  born  in  1745,  came  to  Morgan¬ 
town,  and  was  later  ordained  Bishop. 

2  Melchior,  or  Michael,  later  went  out  West. 

3  Jacob  lived  near  Ephrata. 

4  John  was  born  about  1755,  came  to  Lanc¬ 
aster  Co. 

Bishop  Peter  Blank  had  charge  of  Conestoga 
and  Pequea  churches  from  1808  until  his  death  in 
1831.  After  his  death  his  brother  Bishop  John 
Blank  had  charge  of  both  Conestoga  and  Pequea 
churches  until  his  death  in  1835.  He  was  the  first 
Amish  Mennonite  Bishop  living  in  Pequea  Valley. 

He  moved  to  Lancaster  County  on  the  farm  be¬ 
tween  White  Horse  and  Gap,  where  Christian 
Glick,  minister  in  the  Amish  Church  recently 
lived.  He  married  Barbara  King  in  1778,  and 
moved  to  Ledger,  now  Spring  Garden,  in  1780. 

Here  they  lived  and  worked  in  the  pioneer  days. 
Sixteen  years  later  on  July  2,  1794,  the  Lord 
called  the  mother  from  her  family  and  her  earthly 
home  to  her  heavenly  home.  Her  body  was  laid  to 
rest  on  the  home  farm.  This  was  the  first  grave 
in  the  well  cared  for  Blank  Cemetery.  About  one 
mile  north  of  Spring  Garden,  Pa.  How  often  this 
bereft  father  and  children  could  look  across  the 
field  to  Mother's  grave. 

Day  and  nights  their  hearts  would  wander 
To  a  grave  not  far  away 
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Where  they  laid  their  darling  Mother 
On  that  sad  July  day. 

There  her  body  now  is  resting 

Neath  the  warm  and  silent  clay, 

Til  her  Lord  will  come  again 
On  the  Resurrection  Day. 

His  second  wife  was  Barbara  Yoder.  She  died 
in  1837.  Bishop  John  was  bishop  from  1831  til  his 
death  in  1835.  He  had  three  sons  in  the  ministry. 

John  and  Samuel  were  ministers  and  Christian 
was  a  deacon. 

Samuel  was  ordained  in  1860  and  died  in  1867. 

Christian  died  in  Juniata  County  in  1844.  He 
was  the  ancestor  of  the  Blank  family  near  the  Mill- 
wood  Church. 

John  died  in  1846.  He  was  the  ancestor  of  our 
line.  John  and  both  wives  are  buried  in  the  Blank 
Cemetery  at  Spring  Garden. 

In  later  years  the  Blank  family  owned  three 
adjoining  farms. 

There  were  also  five  generations  named  Blank 
who  lived  in  this  homestead.  There  are  five  gen¬ 
erations  carrying  the  Blank  name  whose  bodies  are 
resting  in  this  cemetery.  Also  some  of  the  sixth 
generation  named  Stoltzfus.

He  is  the  an¬ 
cestor  of  the  Neuhauser1  s  of  the  Gap  vicinity. 

2  Samuel  L.  was  the  father  of  Joseph  E.  Blank 

and  the  grandfather  of  Joseph  H.  Blank. 

3  Jacob  was  the  grandfather  of  preacher  Amos  B.

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7  Stephen  was  killed  in  a  railroad  accident  near 
Paradise,  Pennsylvania,  on  January  18,  1857. 

Samuel  L.  Blank  moved  from  Spring  Garden 
to  a  one  hundred  acre  farm  near  Chatham,  Ches¬ 
ter  Co. ,  Pa.  Here  he  owned  and  operated  a  print¬ 
ing  shop,  printing  the  local  newspaper,  (etc). 

This  was  during  the  Civil  War;  he  was  much  in 
sympathy  with  the  South  and  his  shop  was  burned 
to  the  ground.  This  shop  was  between  Chatham 
and  Jennersville.  Aaron  Blank  with  his  nephew 
Joseph  H.  Blank  and  son  Earl  visited  this  farm  in 
1926. 

It  was  here  that  his  second  wife  died  on  Oct. 

13,  1867.  After  her  death  he  moved  to  Greensboro, 
Tulbert  Co. ,  Md.  Lizzie  and  Fanny  (daughters  of 
first  marriage)  went  along;  later  Lizzie  went  to 
Tennessee  and  later  married  George  Mancha. 

Fanny  came  to  Lancaster  Co. ,  later  married 
George  Brietweiser  then  moved  to  Nebraska. 

A  clipping  taken  from  the  Village  Record  of 
West  Chester  dated  Nov.  2,  1869  reads  as  follows: 

Sale  of  Real  Estate  in  London  Grove 
Township.  The  undersigned  has  removed 
to  the  state  of  Maryland  offers  his  farm 
for  sale,  2  miles  north  west  from  West 
Grove  Station,  midway  between  Chatham 
and  Jennersville,  100  acres.  Large  stone 
house  (etc). 

Signed:  Samuel  L.  Blank 

Greensboro,  Maryland 

In  Maryland  they  had  a  3  year  old  peach  orchard 
of  75  acres  at  the  time  of  his  death. 

Samuel  L.  Blank  died  near  Greensboro,  Md. 
Nov.  20,  1877;  his  remains  were  brought  to  Lanc¬ 
aster  Co.,  and  buried  in  the  Blank  cemetery  near 
Spring  Garden,  Pa.  After  his  death  the  children 
came  back  to  Gap  and  lived  with  their  sister  Nancy 
and  husband  David  Lantz. 
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Aaron,  Sadie,  Rebecca,  and  Magdalena  went 
to  Gap  School.

From  Old  Hertzler  History  dated  1885 

Hans  and  Magdalena  Blank  were  members  of 
the  Reformed  Church.  They  fled  from  Switzerland 
by  reason  of  being  persecuted  for  their  religious 
faith  by  the  Roman  Catholic  Church  who  made  a 
raid  on  their  home  by  night  when  Hans  was  away 
from  home.  His  wife  being  alone,  took  her  two 
week  old  child  and  fled  for  safety  by  night  in  deep 
snow.  Following  a  path  into  the  mountains  all 
night,  meeting  no  one,  but  a  large  black  dog  which 
led  them  on  in  the  path.  (We  know  not  why  this  dog 
should  be  going  through  the  woods  at  this  particu¬ 
lar  time. )  History  tells  us  he  led  her  and  her  child 
safely  to  the  home  of  friends  who  so  kindly  provided 
for  her  -until  her  husband  called  for  her. 

Hans  Blank  and  wife  then  united  with  the  Amish 
Mennonite  Church  and  emigrated  to  America  prior 
to  1752.  They  resided  in  Heidelberg  Township, 
Berks  Co. ,  Pa.  until  the  spring  of  1767  when  they 
removed  to  Salisbury  Township,  Lancaster  Co.  , 

Pa.  on  a  farm  of  303  acres  bought  from  Hugh  Jen¬ 
kins  for  1700  pounds.  Warrant  was  granted  to 
Hugh  Jenkins  for  this  land  Sept.  3,  1765.  Part  of 
this  land  lies  in  Chester  Co. 

Hans  Blank  there  practiced  medicine.  Prior 
to  his  death  he  divided  his  land;  his  daughter  Cath¬ 
erine  who  married  John  Holley  received  137  acres 
price  250  pounds;  his  son  John  received  the  residue 
166  acres.  The  lineal  descendants  of  this  Blank 
family  residing  on  the  farm  are  of  the  fifth  genera¬ 
tion. 

(At  the  present  time  (1962)  almost  two  hundred 
years  later  there  are  still  three  members  of  the 
sixth  generation  of  this  family  residing  on  the  Old 
Homestead. ) 
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Hans  Blank  was  born  of  Swiss  parents  in  Switz¬ 
erland,  Europe.  Occupation,  Doctor  of  Physics. 
Hans  died  in  Jan.  1790.  Magdalena  died  in  April, 
1796.  Both  are  buried  on  the  homestead  near  Cains, 
Pa.  Address  when  he  died  was  Cains,  Lancaster 
Co. ,  Pa.  Mast  History  says  Hans  Blank  arrived 
in  Philadelphia  Oct.  4,  1751  on  the  ship  Queen  of 
Denmark.  Footnote  of  Family  563.  Rupps  30,000 
names  page  263.

Joseph  B.  Stoltzfus  Family 
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TRAGEDY  and  TRIUMPH 


The  Joseph  B.  Stoltzfus  family,  husband  aged  48,  his  wife  Grace, 
44,  a  sixteen -year -old-daughter,  Vida  Jean,  nine-year -old  Joseph  Jr. , 
and  six -year -old  Lena  May,  had  a  happy,  peaceful  family  life.  Hus¬ 
band  and  wife  loved  each  other,  and  the  children  were  well  behaved 
and  obedient.  The  Stoltzfus  family  were  a  consecrated  family.  For 
twenty  years  Bro.  Joseph  served  as  teacher  or  Sunday  school  super¬ 
intendent  and  helped  support  the  work  at  the  Coatesville  Mission  in 
varioias  ways.  Their  home  was  a  home  of  hospitality.  In  it  the  mission 
workers  or  visitors  at  the  mission  found  a  waiting  welcome  and  shared 
a  place  at  the  family  table.  There,  too,  the  dirty,  neglected  street  child 
found  a  shelter  and  was  cared  for  like  one  of  their  own. 

Vida  Jean,  the  oldest  daughter,  was  a  sweet,  pleasant  girl.  She 
was  more  sensible  and  thoughtful  than  the  average  sixteen -year -old 
girl.  Her  last  Sunday  afternoon  was  spent  in  helping  to  distribute  "The 
Way"  in  the  city  of  Coatesville.  Vida  Jean  did  not  need  to  go  home 
that  fatal  Sunday  evening.  She  had  another  way  offered  to  the  services 
that  night.  But  she  chose  to  go  home  and  go  along  with  her  family  to 
church! 

Joseph,  Jr. ,  or  "Little  Joey"  as  he  was  fondly  called,  was  very 
devoted  to  his  father.  He  followed  him  to  the  field  to  help  farm;  he  was 
close  to  Daddy's  heels  while  the  cows  were  being  milked,  and  he  and 
his  father  were  just  an  hour  apart  in  death. 

Not  only  the  street  boy  and  mission  convert  were  sheltered  in  this 
Christian  home,  but  during  the  winter  Bible  schools  in  the  church  dis¬ 
trict,  students  from  a  distance  were  regularly  given  free  boarding, 
and  on  this  tragic  evening  two  Bible  school  students  from  Maryland 
were  also  in  the  family  car  enroute  to  the  mission. 

It  was  a  beautiful  Sunday  evening,  January  6,  1952,  when  the  Stoltz¬ 
fus  car  started  on  its  customary  three-mile  drive  to  the  Sunday  evening 
service  at  the  Coatesville  Mennonite  Mission.  They  reached  the  stop 
sign  at  the  Lincoln  Highway,  and  their  car  stopped  and  waited.  The  road 
was  clear,  and  the  car  puHed  out  on  the  highway,  but  the  next  instant 
two  speeding  cars,  racing  side  by  side,  clocked  by  a  policeman  giving 
chase  at  80  miles  an  hour  at  the  time  of  the  impact,  came  over  the 
little  knoU  and  one  of  them  hit  the  Stoltzfus  car  broadside.  Brakes 
screamed,  cars  swerved  and  upset,  blood  and  gasoline  flowed  freely 
over  the  highway. 

A  few  minutes  later  Pastor  Brown  from  the  near-by  Upper  Octo- 
raro  Presbyterian  Church  came  driving  up  the  highway  on  his  way  to 
conduct  the  evening  service  at  the  Sadsburyville  Presbyterian  Chapel. 
Hastily  drawing  to  the  side  of  the  road,  he  came  to  the  assistance  of 
the  injured.  Pastor  Brown  was  acquainted  with  the  Stoltzfus  family. 

Bro.  Joseph,  unconscious,  was  taken  to  the  CoatesviHe  Hospital,  where 
he  died  two  hours  later  without  regaining  consciousness.  Tenderly, 
Pastor  Brown  held  little  Joey,  Jr. ,  also  unconscious,  in  his  arms 
while  someone  untied  the  little  shoe  to  release  his  foot  from  the  wreck¬ 
age.  An  hour  later  Joey's  life  had  ebbed  away. 
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After  all  were  in  the  care  of  the  hospital,  Pastor  Brown  sadly  re¬ 
sumed  his  drive  to  the  Presbyterian  Church.  His  audience  was  waiting, 
wondering,  as  a  blood-spattered  pastor  rose  uo  before  them.  In  a  few 
tense  words,  choking  with  emotion,  Pastor  Brown  related  to  them  the 
scene  he  had  just  witnessed,  offered  a  prayer  for  his  congregation, 
and  dismissed  them. 

A  saddened,  quiet  group  of  worshipers  were  filing  from  the  after¬ 
noon  session  of  the  quarterly  meeting  at  the  Coatesville  Mission.  Bro. 
Joseph  Stoltzfus'  name  was  on  that  program.  On  his  desk  at  home  lay 
the  unfinished  plan  for  the  children's  meeting  he  was  to  conduct  that 
day.  A  car  came  to  a  sudden  stop  directly  in  front  of  the  mission  and 
Pastor  Brown  stepped  out.  He  spoke  briefly  with  the  mission  superin¬ 
tendent,  and  then  with  an  air  of  solemn  expectation  the  people  resumed 
their  seats. 

"I  have  a  message  which  I  feel  I  must  share  with  other  Christians, 
especiaHy  with  a  Mennonite  group,  "  said  Pastor  Brown;  "so  I  have 
come  to  teH  you  of  the  conversion  of  seventeen  souls  as  a  result  of  the 
tragic  accident  which  has  robbed  you  of  some  of  your  faithful  workers 
and  dear  ones  here."  And  he  added,  "The  nonresistant  attitude  of  the 
family  and  church  toward  the  erring  boys  who  have  caused  all  this  sor¬ 
row  has  made  a  deep  impression  on  not  only  seventeen  souls  but  on  the 
community  as  a  whole.  Instead  of  bitter  or  accusing  words,  prayers  of 
concern  were  being  offered  for  the  souls  of  the  racers,  and  the  world 
round  about  took  knowledge  that  this  was  the  Spirit  of  Jesus  and  His 
Gospel,  while  the  family  and  church  humbly  acknowledged  the  hand  of 
God  moving  among  them  and  reverently  submitted  to  His  will.  " 

Four  months  passed  by,  months  of  much  physical  suffering  to  Sis¬ 
ter  Grace  who  was  unable  to  attend  the  triple  funeral  service  of  her 
husband,  son,  and  eldest  daughter  because  of  the  injuries  which  hos¬ 
pitalized  her  for  four  weeks  alter  the  accident.  During  these  painracked 
days  many  were  the  testimonies  of  the  hospital  staff  to  the  quiet,  sub¬ 
missive  Christian  attitude  she  maintained  at  all  times,  with  never  a 
harsh  word  for  those  who  in  one  moment  of  time  had  bereft  her  of  hus¬ 
band,  son,  daughter,  home,  and  health. 

For  four  months  Sister  Grace  could  speak  to  Httle  six -year -old 
Lena  May,  the  only  survivor  of  the  family,  as  only  a  mother  could 
speak  at  such  a  time  of  sorrow — four  months  in  which  the  mother  could 
choose  from  the  old  home  such  articles  as  Lena  May  could  keep  to 
remember  the  home  and  family  so  suddenly  taken  away  from  her,  and 
then  their  home  was  sold.  The  two  lone  survivors  went  to  stay  with 
Lena  May's  maternal  grandparents,  Bro.  and  Sister  John  Hertzler. 

Here  Sister  Grace  had  time  to  help  her  little  daughter  to  get  adjusted 
to  her  new  home  and  the  school  in  this  new  community. 

May  3,  1952,  Sister  Grace  attended  the  dedication  services  of  the 
new  Newlinsville  Church  (an  outpost  of  the  Coatesville  Mission)  and 
became  iU  during  the  afternoon  program .  She  was  taken  to  the  home 
of  her  sister,  Mrs.  Samuel  Umble,  about  five  miles  away,  and  two 
days  later  Sister  Grace  went  to  join  her  much  loved  family  in  their 
heavenly  home.

Jacob  Hertzler 

Jacob  Hertzler,  the  Pioneer  was  born  of  Swiss 
parents  in  the  year  1703,  in  Switzerland.  In  early 
life  he  accepted  the  Lord  as  his  Saviour.  He  was 
later  called  as  a  minister  of  the  gospel,  then  a 
Bishop. 

Living  as  subjects  of  a  most  cruel  and  wicked 
king,  many  people  were  sorely  tried  for  their  relig¬ 
ious  beliefs.  He  emigrated  to  the  Palatinate  of 
France,  selecting  a  place  where  there  were  many 
meadows  suitable  for  dairying,  and  pure  spring 
water  for  household  purposes.  He  was  married 
and  had  one  son,  John.  His  wife  died  and  is  buried 
in  Europe.  He  afterward  married  Catherine  Ruegy. 
They  had  two  sons  and  one  daughter. 

Persecution  again  overtook  them,  and  he  with 
others  started  to  make  plans  to  leave  the  country 
they  loved.  The  picturesque  mountains  of  Switzer¬ 
land  and  the  beautiful  valley  of  the  Rhine  were  left 
behind  for  a  wilderness  beyond  the  sea,  which  was 
to  be  their  future  home. 

The  day  of  their  departure  came  and  they  were 
at  the  dock  early  eagerly  awaiting  the  ship  St. 
Andrew  which  was  to  bring  them  to  America, 
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thus  escaping  the  clutches  of  this  most  wicked  king. 
History  tells  us  the  blood  of  the  righteous  flowed 
down  the  streets  of  the  cities  daily.  While  they 
lost  much,  they  did  not  lose  the  plain,  simple 
teachings  of  the  Bible  that  their  parents  had  so 
faithfully  implanted  within  them  in  earlier  years. 

As  we  read  of  the  experiences  some  of  our  fore¬ 
fathers  endured  for  the  sake  of  the  gospel,  it 
should  bring  us  to  a  deeper  appreciation  of  what 
God  through  our  rulers  has  permitted  us  to  enjoy. 

After  the  needed  preparations  for  sailing  were 
made,  the  ship  slowly  started  leaving  the  shores  of 
France  for  a  long,  long  voyage  across  the  ocean. 

Many  days  and  nights  were  spent  on  some  of  these 
ships  as  they  sailed  for  America,  the  land  of  re¬ 
ligious  freedom.  This  was  their  main  goal. 

There  are  some  gruesome  things  recorded  that 
took  place  on  these  ships.  Food  became  scarce,  so 
rats,  mice  and  water  became  their  daily  menu.  We 
needn't  wonder  there  was  much  sickness  on  board. 
Many  were  thrown  overboard  and  found  a  watery 
grave  where  they  now  await  the  coming  of  our  Lord. 

The  ship  St.  Andrew  arrived  in  Philadelphia, 
the  City  of  Brotherly  Love,  Sept.  9,  1749.  Many  of 
the  people  were  so  under  nourished  they  could  scarcely 
walk.  Their  clothing  were  all  tattered  and  torn,  not 
much  better  than  rags.  But  with  renewed  courage 
they  travelled  west  and  north  until  they  came  to  a  val¬ 
ley  which  could  be  purchased  from  Richard  and  William 
Penn,  sons  of  Wm.  Penn.  A  grant  of  182  acres  was 
selected  for  which  they  paid  $1.  25  an  acre,  naming 
it  "Contentment.  "  Large  trees  and  heavy  under¬ 
brush  indicated  good  rich  soil. 

(There  were  very  large  trees  growing  in  Penn¬ 
sylvania  in  the  early  days,  many  growing  to  four 
or  five  feet  in  diameter. )  —  Fisher  History 

Life  was  beginning  to  look  a  bit  more  cheerful  as 
these  poor  folks  found  the  Penns  had  much  love  and 
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respect  for  the  Amish  refugees,  donating  to  them 
twenty  acres  of  land  for  a  church,  a  school,  and 
a  burying  ground.  Although  the  land  was  free, 
they  were  not  too  much  concerned  about  having  an 
education,  more  than  to  read  the  Bible,  and  this 
was  done  at  home,  and  to  till  the  soil  and  provide 
for  their  own.  Some  counted  schools  a  luxury. 

They  could  and  did  do  much  at  home. 

The  character  of  these  sturdy  pioneers  was 
well  suited  to  their  surroundings.  Their  rugged 
constitution  fitted  them  for  a  life  of  poverty  and 
hardships  all  pioneers  must  endure. 

Their  non-resistant  faith,  inclination  to  not 
meddle  in  affairs  of  others,  saved  them  many  dif¬ 
ficulties.  They  however  did  not  escape  the  Indians 
torch  and  tomahawk.  Their  simple  way  of  living 
fitted  them  for  a  life  where  poverty  was  the  rule, 
and  riches  the  exception,  a  trait  still  true  of  many 
of  the  Hertzler  descendants. 

When  the  Revolutionary  War  broke  out,  these 
people  were  severely  tried.  Many  of  the  able  bodied 
men  were  drafted  into  service.  Refusing  to  serve, 
they  were  cast  into  prison,  in  the  city  of  Reading, 

Pa.  Many  of  the  women  were  compelled  to  work  in 
the  fields  to  support  their  families.  This  proved  to 
be  quite  a  hardship  for  them. 

*These  brethren  who  were  in  prison  were  sen¬ 
tenced  to  be  shot  and  the  day  set  for  the  execution. 

A  meeting  was  held  in  the  prison,  and  they  were 
given  the  privilege  of  partaking  of  the  Lord’s  sup¬ 
per.  The  execution  was  never  carried  out. 

Through  the  leading  of  a  kind  Providence,  a 
friend  by  the  name  of  Henry  Hertz  ell,  a  pastor  of 
the  Reformed  Church  appealed  to  the  authorities  in 
behalf  of  these  people,  who  had  fled  from  Europe  to 
escape  military  service.  They  could  not  be  expected 
to  do  now  the  very  thing  their  conscience  forbad  them 
to  do  in  Europe.  The  appeal  was  heard  and  the  prison¬ 
ers  set  free.  Among  them  were  names  such  as 
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these:  Hertzlers,  John  and  Stephen  Kauffman, 

Zugs,  and  Jacob  Mast.  During  these  trials  it 
made  them  cling  more  closely  to  the  Rock  Christ 
Jesus. 

*Some  folks  want  to  say  the  above  account  is 
only  tradition,  that  it  has  been  handed  down  from 
one  generation  to  another,  but  in  the  year  1959, 
the  writer  with  a  group  of  others  visited  the  Hertz  - 
ler  homestead,  and  the  man  now  living  there  is  a 
great,  great,  grandson  of  this  minister,  Henry 
Hertz  ell,  and  he  verified  this  as  a  true  fact. 

Now  settlements  were  opened  up  in  the  community 
and  they  were  steadfast  in  their  services  for  God. 

A  hard  working  people,  and  God  blessed  their  ef¬ 
forts. 

During  the  years  Jacob  was  able  to  purchase 
tracts  of  land,  until  they  had  over  400  acres,  all 
wilderness  land  which  he  improved.  The  infirmities 
of  age  crept  upon  them,  and  he  suggested  the  divid¬ 
ing  of  their  land,  which  was  done  on  Aug.  30,  1786. 
Christian  received  160  acres  of  the  home  farm,  the 
others  received  adjoining  ground. 

It  seemed  they  had  a  premonition  of  what  was 
in  the  future  as  Catherine  answered  the  Heavenly 
summons  sometime  between  then  and  the  following 
March.  Jacob  died  in  1786.  Their  bodies  are  rest¬ 
ing  in  the  small  burial  plot  on  the  home  farm.

It  is  thought  Jacob  Hertzler  was  the  only  Bishop 
to  cross  the  mighty  waters  and  take  up  the  same 
duties  in  America.  He  organized  three  church  dis¬ 
tricts  in  Berks  Co.  Northldll,  Maiden  Creek,  and 
Tulpehocken,  and  one  near  Malvern.  It  is  said 
when  he  was  eighty  years  old  he  walked  sixty  miles 
through  the  forest  in  two  days  to  visit  friends  at 
Malvern  in  preference  to  horse  back  riding. 

Of  our  ancestor  it  could  be  said, 

He  heard  God’s  voice  and  came, 

Brought  all  he  loved  across  the  sea 
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To  live  and  work  for  God  and  me. 

Felled  the  ungracious  oak  with  hard  toil 
Dragged  from  the  soil 
The  thrice  gnarled  roots  and  stubborn 
rocks 

With  plenty  filled  the  mountain  side 
And  when  his  work  was  done,  without 
memorial  died.

The  winter  had  passed  rapidly,  early  spring 
was  at  hand.  Mother  and  daughter  in  the  Hertzler 
home  had  been  busily  engaged  in  the  making  of 
bedding,  clothing,  linens,  and  the  many,  many 
other  things  needed  by  someone  planning  marriage. 
Their  clothing  needed  to  be  hand  made  in  those 
early  days.  No  doubt  there  were  many  pleasant 
thoughts  interwoven  in  those  linens,  as  they  were 
being  prepared  for  future  use,  what  tales  there 
might  have  been  told,  could  those  spinning  wheels 
only  have  spoken. 

In  April  1837,  Caroline  Hertzler  (fourth  genera¬ 
tion  from  pioneer  Jacob),  Hertzler  from  Mifflin 
County,  and  Christian  Hertzler  from  Morgantown, 
Pa.  Berks  County,  were  married.  They  soon 
moved  to  Juniata  County  near  Spruce  Hill.  Here 
they  were  planning  a  happy  married  life.  They  no 
doubt  had  many  and  varied  experiences  in  their 
newly  wedded  life,  living  in  a  strange  community. 

The  next  year  they  received  a  gift  from  Heaven, 
when  God  sent  a  baby  girl  to  live  in  their  home, 
and  which  they  named  Nancy.  This  brought  added 
responsibilities  as  well  as  great  opportunities. 

The  summer  passed  rapidly.  Winter  came  and  went. 
Another  summer  with  its  many  duties  passed.  Bins 
and  shelves  were  filled  to  capacity.  They  were  near¬ 
ing  the  Christmas  season,  when  on  Dec.  22,  1839 
another  jewel  was  given  them.  This  one  they  named 
Caroline.  Nancy  was  now  twenty  months  old. 
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They  now  had  two  little  girls  to  live  and  plan 
for,  but  this  did  not  materialize  as  the  mother  was 
called  to  her  eternal  rest  the  same  day  Caroline 
was  born.  No  doubt  the  future  looked  very  dark 
to  this  young  father  being  left  with  two  little  girls 
and  no  mother  to  love  and  care  for  them,  he  him¬ 
self  being  miles  from  his  paternal  home. 

Now  who  shall  take  this  sad  message  to  the 
mother’s  home  in  Mifflin  County.  But  we  find  God 
is  always  on  time  and  provides  a  man  by  the  name 
of  Christ  Yoder.  Due  to  a  heavy  snowfall  of  four 
days  burial  is  delayed,  but  after  seven  sad  days, 
the  body  was  laid  to  rest  in  a  field  on  the  home 
farm  and  was  later  called  the  Hertzler  Burying 
Ground,  near  Port  Royal. 

We  must  now  go  back  and  record  a  few  things 
that  took  place  in  the  mother’s  home  in  Mifflin 
County. 

With  the  snow  still  falling  and  the  wind  blowing 
the  carefree  children  are  thinking  of  the  pleasant 
times  ahead  once  the  weather  permits,  while  fath¬ 
er  and  mother  are  much  concerned  about  their 
daughter’s  home  in  Juniata  County,  as  they  discuss 
their  dreams  of  the  previous  night.  Strange  indeed 
they  should  both  have  had  the  same  dream.  Anx¬ 
iously  they  keep  watching,  and  with  evening  approach¬ 
ing  the  mother  again  goes  to  the  window  and  sees  a 
rider  in  the  distance.  Here  comes  somebody  now  but 
who  can  it  be?  The  father  said,  ’’Surely  no  one 
with  good  tidings.  It  rides  like  Christ  Yoder  but 
that’s  not  his  horse.  ”  As  the  rider  came  closer, 
they  saw  it  was  Christ  Yoder,  just  as  they  had 
seen  him  in  their  dreams. 

Father  opened  the  door,  and  Christ  said,  ”1 
have  a  sad  message  for  you.  ”  Mother  said,  ”We 
know  what  it  is,  Caroline  is  dead.  ”  Being  much 
surprised  Christ  said,  ”Yes,  but  how  did  you  know? 

I  have  been  wondering  and  praying  how  to  deliver 
this  sad  message.  ”  Mother  answered,  "We  knew 
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you  would  come,  you  had  to  come,  the  day  of  re¬ 
vealing  by  dreams  is  not  yet  past.  We  knew,  too, 
you  would  come  on  a  white  horse,  but  you  do  not 
have  a  white  horse  of  your  own.  "  "No, "  he  said, 

"I  started  on  my  horse,  but  the  snow  is  so  deep  I 
had  to  change  with  a  man  by  the  way.  " 

After  this  strenuous  journey  for  both  horse  and 
rider,  they  were  gladly  put  up  for  the  night.  After 
a  good  night  rest,  Christ  is  anxious  to  be  on  his 
way  homeward,  leaving  father  and  mother  to  share 

their  sorrow  together.

Christian  and  Nancy  (Zug)  Hertzler,  Morgan¬ 
town,  Pa.  were  the  parents  of  ten  sons,  one  of 
them  dying  in  infancy.  One  day  as  Nancy  was  busily 
engaged  in  her  many  household  duties,  Christ  en¬ 
tered  the  house  and  said,  "I  think  we’ll  go  out  and 
bring  little  Caroline  in,  and  we’ll  raise  her  our  own 
little  girl.  "  With  a  smile,  plus  a  look  of  concern, 
Nancy  said,  "Here  we  raised  ten  sons,  and  not  one 
girl,  and  out  in  Juniata  is  a  little  girl  without  a 
mother.  "  So  saying,  they  immediately  made  plans 
to  go  for  her,  they  often  wished  for  just  one  girl. 

We  think  there  would  have  been  many  plans 
needed  to  be  made,  as  they  couldn’t  stop  at  a  cabin 
in  those  days.  There  are  many  questions  enter  our 
minds  at  this  time,  as  these  grandparents  undertake 
such  a  journey  in  mid  winter.  Where  would  they 
have  slept?  How  would  they  have  cared  for  their 
horses?  And  how  would  they  have  cared  for  this 
little  one  by  the  way  ? 
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After  asking  God’s  protecting  care,  they  were 
on  their  way  through  deep  snow.  Christian  was  68 
and  Nancy  was  58  when  they  made  this  trip.  They 
had  much  time  to  meditate  as  they  traveled,  but 
in  due  time  they  reached  the  Hertzler  home  in  Juniata 
county.  After  a  few  days  of  rest  and  fellowship,  they 
started  on  their  homeward  journey  with  little  Caroline 
tucked  snugly  in  a  basket.  Nancy  the  older  sister 
stayed  in  Mifflin  County.  After  goodbyes,  and  God 
bless  you  and  keep  you  safely,  I  shall  be  praying  that 
nothing  befalls  you  by  the  way  — these  grandparents 
with  their  precious  cargo  were  on  their  way  home. 

Mile  after  mile  was  covered  in  silence  as  they 
rode  along  the  mountain  trail.  It  is  a  beautiful  valley 
in  summer  in  which  to  behold  the  handiwork  of  God; 
but  now  it  was  bleak  and  cold,  covered  with  a  deep 
blanket  of  snow.  The  milk  was  diminishing  alarm¬ 
ingly  fast  when  Nancy  said,  ’’Where  can  we  get  more 
milk?"  We’ll  need  it  soon.  ’’  I  wonder  what  you 
or  I  would  have  done  under  similar  circumstances  ? 
Didn’t  God  say,  "Call  upon  me  in  time  of  trouble?" 
And,  "God  shall  supply  all  your  need.  "  After  asking 
God  to  supply  this  need,  (I  suppose  if  they  ever 
prayed  earnestly,  they  did  now)  they  travelled  on. 
They  soon  came  to  a  wooded  spot  by  the  way  where 
they  found  a  cow  fast  in  the  underbrush.  Christ 
said,  "This  is  nothing  else  than  an  answer  to  our 
prayer,  for  why  should  this  cow  be  out  here  when 
there  is  so  much  snow  on  the  ground?"  Christ  milked 
the  cow,  released  her,  and  she  immediately  turned 
around  and  walked  back  into  the  woods.  This  called 
for  a  prayer  of  thanks.  The  remainder  of  the  journey 
was  made  in  safety. 
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Little  Caroline  found  a  warm  welcome  in  the 
home  of  her  grandparents  near  Morgantown,  Pa. 
Here  she  grew  to  young  womanhood.  Not  every¬ 
thing  was  pleasant  for  her  in  later  years.  She 
became  the  target  of  much  ridicule.  This  however 
not  pleasant  to  endure,  may  have  been  a  contrib¬ 
uting  factor  for  her  sympathetic  nature  with  others 
in  her  later  years.  Many  benefited  from  her  gen¬ 
erosity. 

March  12,  1868,  Caroline  Hertzler,  (fifth  gen¬ 
eration  descendant  of  the  pioneer  Jacob  Hertzler) 
became  the  bride  of  Joseph  E.  Blank.  They  took 
up  their  residence  on  the  Blank  homestead,  near 
Spring  Garden,  Pa. ,  they  being  the  fourth  genera¬ 
tion  of  Blank’s  to  live  there. 

Here  they  embarked  upon  the  matrimonial  sea, 
sharing  the  joys  and  sorrows  of  life,  so  common  to 
all.  Most -of  their  married  life  was  spent  in  the 
vicinity  of  Gap  and  Compass.  There  were  eight 
children  born  to  this  union,  three  dying  in  infancy, 
Lucinda,  Victoria  and  Amanda.

F.  Matilda  married  Rufus  Stoltzfus 
Joseph  H.  married  Mary  Rermo 
Elizabeth  married  Amos  Stoltzfus 
Samuel  married  Nancy  Byler 

On  a  cold  wintry  day  in  Feb.  1894,  the  death 
angel  again  visited  the  home,  calling  the  father  to 
his  eternal  reward  at  the  age  of  57.  Now  the  mother 
needs  to  face  life  alone  with  the  remainder  of  her 
family.  Anna  and  Matilda  had  already  left  the  home 
nest. 

Grandmother,  or  known  as  Kaarline,  had  a 
happy,  jovial  disposition.  How  happy  we  were  when 
she  would  come  to  our  house  for  a  visit.  There 
were  many  happy  hours  with  Grandma  when  she 
spent  nearly  three  years  in  our  home.  She  was 
often  called  upon  at  times  of  birth,  as  well  as  times 
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of  death.  Our  father  used  to  say  she  was  always 
ready  and  willing  to  go  day  or  night. 

She  had  a  great  concern  for  her  family  but  was 
not  privileged  to  know  that  three  of  her  grandsons 
were  later  called  as  ministers  of  the  gospel.  One 
admonition  she  gave  her  children  was,  "Prepare 
for  death  for  die  you  must,  and  with  me  slumber 
in  the  dust.  "  A  few  of  her  sayings  were:  "When 
one  door  closes  another  opens;  Look  to  the  Lord, 

He  will  always  help  you;  Make  yourself  _  useful 
You  will  have  more  friends.  " 

She  had  a  stroke  about  a  month  before  she  died 
at  the  age  of  68  after  a  life  of  service  for  her  Mas¬ 
ter  and  others.

Sister  Sadie  and  all: 

Thinking  that  a  short  account  of  our  trip  might 
be  interesting  to  you.  I  will  write  you,  and  if  it 
entertains  you  for  only  a  short  time,  I  will  feel 
repaid  for  my  effort.  Mother  and  I  left  home 
duly  1st.  We  made  our  first  stop  at  Cantrell, 

Iowa.  Near  here  mother  was  born,  the  family 
later  moving  to  Osborne  Co.  ,  Kansas.  This  com¬ 
munity  was  settled  about  1840. 

Our  next  stop  was  Davenport,  Iowa,  where 
brother  Eugene’s  son  Raymond  lives.  Davenport 
is  a  beautiful  city.  We  stopped  here  until  Sunday 
morning.  Raymond  drove  us  over  to  Sterling,  Ill¬ 
inois  where  his  mother  lives.  A  fine  drive  along 
the  Mississippi  river  to  Clinton  Iowa,  where  we 
crossed  to  the  Illinois  side  and  on  to  Sterling.  We 
found’ Raymond’s  mother  in  the  best  of  health. 

Leslie  Breitweiser  lives  here  also.  He  with 
his  family  drove  us  north  into  Ogee  County  near 
Mt.  Morris  where  I  lived  for  two  years  after  I 
was  married,  1885-1886,  and  where  the  Stoner 
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family  lived  before  going  to  Kansas.  We  left  Sterl¬ 
ing  on  the  following  Saturday  morning,  going  on  to 
Chicago  where  we  staid  until  Sunday  evening  with 
Eugene’s  daughter  Mabel.  They  live  in  Maywood, 
a  suburb  of  Chicago. 

Sunday  evening  we  left  on  the  Penna.  Railway 
for  Zanesville,  Ohio  where  we  took  the  B  &  O  to 
McConellville,  where  Lizzie’s  people  lived  in 
early  life.  We  left  there  on  Saturday  evening.  At 
Pittsburgh  we  went  to  the  Pitts  Hotel.  Sunday  morn¬ 
ing  started  on  a  daylight  trip  over  the  Penna.  Rail¬ 
way  for  Lancaster.  Some  beautiful  scenery  along 
the  route,  especially  the  Horseshoe  Curve.  The 
next  night  at  the  hotel  gave  us  a  good  rest  and  we 
enjoyed  the  day  arriving  at  Lancaster.  We  were 
met  by  Ada  Hartz  and  her  husband  Frank  Witman 
where  we  made  our  home  in  Lancaster  Co. 

On  Wednesday  we  drove  down  to  the  Gap.  Forty 
two  years  absence  made  a  great  difference  here. 
Hardly  able  to  locate  any  old  land  marks.  We  went 
to  the  home  of  Ezra  Stoltzfus,  (his  wife  was  my 
niece  Leah  Lantz,  she  died  last  Dec.  1,  1925)  stay¬ 
ing  over  night.  The  next  morning  they  drove  us 
over  to  Cambridge  where  we  took  dinner  with  Aunt 
Ella,  brother  John’s  widow,  who  keeps  house  for 
one  of  her  sons,  also  a  grandson,  one  of  Alice's 
boys. 

From  Aunt  Ella  they  drove  us  to  Annie  Mast, 
brother  Joe’s  daughter,  where  we  took  supper  and 
spent  the  evening.  Late  in  the  evening  they  drove 
us  to  her  sister  Tillie’s  home  where  we  spent  the 
night.  The  next  morning  we  drove  to  their  sister 
Betsy  where  we  took  dinner.  Late  in  the  afternoon 
we  drove  over  to  Joe  Blanks.  Saturday  we  were 
back  at  Ezras.  In  the  afternoon  Mary  drove  us  over 
to  the  Millwood  church.  We  walked  through  the 
church  yard  Mary  pointing  out  to  us  old  family 
names  that  were  familiar  but  almost  forgotten. 

The  grand  old  farm’  houses  with  their  huge  barns, 
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all  through  this  community, are  great  monuments 
to  the  industry  and  strong  character  of  those  who 
now  lie  in  the  quiet  Millwood  Church  yard. 

We  stopped  to  see  Enos  Blank  who  lives  with 
his  daughter  near  the  mill.  We  next  drove  over  to 
Spring  Garden,  visiting  the  graveyard,  where  father 
and  mother  lie  together  with  a  long  row  of  Blanks 
long  since  forgotten.  This  is  known  as  the  Kurtz 
or  Blank  graveyard. 

Evening  found  us  back  again  at  Ezras  except  we 
took  supper  at  Ernest  Masts  (Annie’s  son)  who  live 
on  the  Old  Me II vane  farm  just  west  of  Umbletown. 
Ezra  drove  us  over  to  the  site  of  Umbletown,  only 
one  house  standing,  the  one  on  the  hill,  and  the  old 
store  building.  Barn  down  next  to  the  creek,  the 
road  here  is  almost  impassable  showing  of  how  little 
importance  the  place  is  today,  compared  to  sixty 
years  ago  when  they  had  a  mill,  distillery,  store, 
and  several  other  industries.  I  wonder  what  Umble 
started  this  place.  Sunday  Mary  and  her  friend  drove 
up  to  Lancaster  with  us. 

Wednesday  morning  Ada  and  Frank  drove  us  to 
Phila.  This  was  a  fine  ride,  all  stone  road  and 
beautiful  country.  We  spent  three  days  at  the  Sesqui 
Centennial  and  enjoyed  it  very  much.  We  spent  Sun¬ 
day  with  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Lo  wens  tine,  who  lived  in 
Downs,  Kansas  for  25  years.  Monday  morning  we 
took  the  train  to  Dover,  Del.  Here  we  expected  to 
find  relatives  of  Lydia’s  husband.  We  drove  out 
Tuesday  to  the  neighborhood  where  Lydia  first  lived 
after  her  marriage.  Here  I  found  a  sister  of  her 
husband  who  gave  me  all  the  information  I  expected. 
Lydia  with  two  of  her  children  lie  in  Silver  Lake 
Cemetery  near  Dover,  Del.  This  we  visited  later. 
Lydia  has  but  one  son  living,  Samuel  Blank  Rash, 
Wilmington,  Del.  He  is  a  locomotive  engineer,  has 
three  children.  The  father  was  out  on  the  road  and 
sorry  to  say,  we  did  not  get  to  see  him. 

The  next  morning  we  drove  out  from  Dover  to 
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Greensboro  and  Goldboro  to  see  our  old  Maryland 
home.  Here  I  had  the  greatest  shock  of  my  whole 
life.  Forty  “•nine  years  is  almost  a  lifetime,  but 
I  had  hardly  expected  such  a  change.  I  believe  there 
must  have  been  a  backward  movement  from  the  day 
of  father’s  death.  I  was  hardly  able  to  at  first  be¬ 
lieve  there  was  one  thing  I  could  recognize,  even 
the  border  of  lines  of  the  old  farm.  We  had  a  young 
peach  orchard  of  seventy-five  acres  three  years  old 
at  father’s  death.  This  field  was  a  mass  of  under¬ 
brush  and  trees,  young  pine  trees  so  thick  on  the 
ground  you  could  hardly  work  your  way  through. 

Not  a  fence  to  be  seen.  We  had  a  picket  fence  around 
the  garden  and  yard.  There  was  not  a  sign  of  the 
house  to  be  found.  I  finally  located  the  site  by  a 
bunch  of  lilac  bushes  that  grew  in  the  corner  of  the 
garden,  and  by  a  sycamore  tree  that  I  remembered 
planting  in  the  yard.  This  was  such  a  shock  to  me 
to  see  there  that  I  could  have  sat  down  and  had  a 
good  cry.  It  seemed  like  a  blight  had  fallen  upon 
the  place  and  I  hurried  away.  We  got  back  to  Dover 
in  the  evening.  Next  day  we  stopped  at  Wilmington 
to  meet  the  Rash  family. 

We  stopped  at  Philadelphia  another  day  then  re¬ 
turned  to  Lancaster.  Wednesday  I  came  down  to 
the  Gap  again  to  Joe.  We  had  planned  to  drive  down 
to  Chester  County  to  see  if  I  could  find  the  old  home 
there.  We  made  up  a  party  of  Annie  Mast,  her  sis¬ 
ters  Tillie  and  Betsy,  Joe  and  his  son  Earl  as  a 
driver.  We  drove  down  to  Chatam  and  after  inquir¬ 
ing  finally  located  the  place.  I  don’t  think  I  was 
quite  eight  years  old  when  we  left  there.  This  is  a 
nice  farm  and  has  been  well  kept.  We  had  a  nice 
trip  down  there,  and  all  enjoyed  it  although  it  was 
raining  most  all  day.  In  the  evening  after  getting 
back  to  the  Gap,  we  went  to  see  Joe’s  brother  Sam. 

The  next  day  Joe  and  his  family  drove  me  over 
to  Morgantown  where  Joe’s  eldest  daughter  lives. 

This  is  the  first  time  I  was  ever  there.  I  sure 
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enjoyed  this  trip.  We  got  back  to  Gap  in  time  for 
me  to  catch  the  8:40  trolley  car  for  Lancaster. 

We  had  expected  to  go  to  Washington  to  visit 
Ada’s  sister  Sadie.  But  they  had  gone  to  Rehoboth 
Beach,  Del.  So  on  Saturday  morning  we  drove  down 
138  miles.  We  spent  two  days  here.  Her  husband, 
Will  Hammers  is  a  lawyer  in  Washington.  Tuesday 
morning  he  took  us  to  Washington  by  way  of  the  ferry 
across  the  Chesapeake  Bay  to  Baltimore  arriving  at 
Washington  at  six  o’clock.  We  took  in  the  sights 
for  three  days;  leaving  at  seven  o'clock  on  Friday 
evening  for  Knoxville,  Term.  ,  arriving  at  six 
o’clock  on  Saturday.  Charles  and  Kate  (Stoltzfus) 
Ferris  met  us  at  the  station.  Amanda  came  on 
Saturday  and  is  looking  weH. 

Sunday  afternoon  Charles  took  us  for  a  drive 
over  the  pike  toward  Concord.  We  stopped  at  the 
old  home  of  the  Stoltzfus  family.  The  country  here 
has  improved  a  great  deal,  fine  roads. 

While  in  Lancaster  we  drove  over  the  surround¬ 
ing  community  and  I  believe  you  will  not  find  a 
better  farming  community  in  the  world.  Nearly 
all  the  roads  are  hard  surfaced,  farm  buildings 
are  all  nicely  painted,  neat  blue  grass  lawns  at 
every  home.  Our  visiting  around  the  Gap  was  inter¬ 
esting.  The  home  of  our  Amish  relatives  recalled 
recollections  of  childhood.  They  all  seem  to  be 
fairly  prosperous.  About  all  the  farmers  milk  a 
great  many  cows  and  sell  the  milk,  taking  it  to  the 
Gap  each  morning.  However,  when  I  look  back  over 
this  country  and  notice  the  years  others  have  spent 
here  among  the  rocks  and  hills,  I  don't  regret  that 
we  went  west. 

Thursday,  Sept.  9.  We  have  arranged  to  start 
home  tomorrow.  Don’t  know  just  when  we  will  get 
home.  I  will  close  as  this  about  completes  our 
trip  and  with  best  wishes  to  all.

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The  Blank  Cemetery 


The  Blank  Cemetery  is  located  in  a  quiet,  rest¬ 
ful  spot  away  from  the  modern  traffic  and  railroads, 
on  a  corner  of  the  Bishop  John  Blank  homestead, 
about  one  mile  north  of  Spring  Garden  Store. 

John  Blank  and  his  wife  Barbara  King  Blank,  the 
ancestors  of  this  family,  lived  on  this  farm  in  the 
pioneer  days.  After  living  together  for  fifteen  and 
one  half  years,  the  mother  was  called  to  her  reward 
on  July  2,  1794.  Her  body  was  laid  to  rest  on  the 
home  farm,  the  first  grave  in  this  Cemetery. 

Here  we  find  about  one  hundred  graves  including 
the  bodies  of  five  generations  of  Blank,  and  some  of 
the  sixth  generations  of  Stoltzfus  awaiting  the  coming 
of  our  Lord,  The  Stoltzfus  family  are  still  burying 
their  loved  ones  here. 

We  also  find  the  following  names  as  Fisher, 
Kauffman,  Kurtz,  Newhouser,  Lapp,  Petersheim, 
Reeser,  Stoltzfus,  Umble,  and  Wallace.  Most  of 
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these  are  descendants  of  Bishop  John  Blank. 

This  Cemetery  is  well  cared  for  by  interested 
friends,  is  enclosed  with  a  good  fence,  and  shaded 
by  beautiful  maple  trees. 

When  we  see  how  some  cemeteries  are  neglected 
and  forgotten,  this  is  much  to  be  appreciated.  Not 
only  did  these  ancestors  provide  for  the  present 
but  also  for  the  future  generation. 

This  Blank  family  has  a  deed  made  for  the  Cem¬ 
etery  and  also  provide  a  right  of  way  through  the 
farm,  (on  record  in  Lancaster  Court  House)  while 
the  farm  was  in  their  possession. 

The  cemetery  was  cared  for  by  friends  and  de¬ 
scendants  who  usually  met  several  times  a  year 
and  mowed  by  hand,  trimmed  grass,  and  cleaned 
the  tombstones. 

Between  1912  and  1915,  the  cemetery  was  about 
to  be  destroyed.  However,  David  L.  Stoltzfus  who 
was  a  great  grandson  of  Bishop  John  Blank, and 
Peter  Reeser  whose  bodies  are  now  resting  here, 
were  both  much  interested  in  the  cemetery  and 
together  they  solicited  the  sum  of  $400  from  friends 
and  relatives,  a  fence  was  erected  and  provisions 
were  made  for  the  upkeep  for  9,  999  years. 

At  the  present  time  Samuel  F.  Stoltzfus  has 
charge  of  this  with  no  salary.  He  also  has  free 
help. 

The  lane  leading  to  the  cemetery  was  fixed  up 
by  donations.  Sem  Hershey,  owner  of  the  farm, 
paid  half. 

We  are  thankful  to  our  Heavenly  Father  that  the 
homestead  and  cemetery  are  in  charge  of  those  who 
honor  and  care  for  our  dear  departed  ones.
